EDITOR GAZETTE • —The affairs of 


our Borough public schools are reputed 
to be in a favorable condition, and 
their 
administration seems to be 


mainly satisfactory. There is no good 
reason why they should fail to be well 
conducted in every particular. Our 
public schools throughout the state 
involve the expenditure of a large sum 
of money, which is all paid by the 
people, either directly in the form of 
local taxation, or indirectly out of the 
general treasury. This jear the state 
appropriation will amount to five and 
a half million dollars, which is to be 
distributed among the various school 
districts. Bristol will receive its full 
sliare out of this great amount 


A large portion of this public money 


is expended in teacheis' salaries, and 


swerve a director from the line of dut 
in the selection cf teachers. Thes 
have often been the bane of the exer 
cise of the office, in this its highes 
function." 
Excellent words these 


and worthy to be remembered. 


In our Borough public schools churc 


influence has hitherto 
avoided in 


trusion. There, likewise, political bias 
unless observation is at fault, rarely 
if ever, manifests icself. 
Can this be 


said of another influence concerning 
the selection of teachers? 
The direc- 


tors best know , and what they know 
has nimble wings and freely flies abou 
outside. 
The ambition to report is 


sometimes rash, and happenings never 
!ns« folnr ulipn thev are bandiec 
about in the open air. 


The Superintendent at Harrisburg 


in the words above quoted, places 
"family influence" at the head, as ii 
it were the most important to be 
guarded against, or tbe most dangerous 
in the list. 
Perhaps it is. He stig- 


matizes it as baneful. So it may ba. 
Whenever it shows itself in this rela- 
tion it is sure to awaken comment 
and excite unrest, and the oftener it 
obtrudes itself the more obnoxious it 
becomes. 
It is possible for this sort 


of influence to become aggressive 
enough to inyite rebuke, ond rebuke 
might be followed by a stern lesson. 
Directors have no more right to inject 
family interests into school affairs 
than they have to introduce therein 
church 
considerations, 
which 
are 


scrupulously ignored. Example in one 
direction 
sometimes affords 
excuse 


for action in another, and even tbe 
undiscerning may detect mutterings 
of public sentiment, if they will but 
closely listen, which indicate the ex- 
istence of a sensitive feeling concern- 
ing these things.

was so freely displayed, since there 
could be no plea resting on practical 
experience. Let us hope, and there 
is good reason to hope, that these new 
and untried teachers will sanction by 
their course the success that was 
achieved for them by their friends. 


Suppose, howeve,r,? at som,e future 


time, that similar pressure should 
develop itself in behalf of teachers not 
favored with proper qualifications, the 
success of the unwise ifl^enqe, in 
such cases, woujd tend to jeopardize 
the true value and welfare ot our 
schools. The example is not to be 
commended.

A Bristol Woman First Unfurled 


the First Oanfederata Flag. 
The Confederate Government had

cannon's boom saluted tbe banner of 
the young republic

why Mr. Davis selected me fqr th,^ 
place of honor, but presume i,t was on 
account of his friendly relations with 
my grand-father, ex-President Tyler, 
and bis intimacy with my father.

Presi- 
dent's selec^qn w,aa the fact that my 
^rand-father was tbe cbairma,n of the

Our Standing Army. 


The orders of the President of the 


United States, declaring the great 
Pacific railroads nnst rnacU. and flirect- 


tlie array of the United States to 


protect them, open them and guard 
hem so that the mails may be carried 
ind inter-state traffic conducted, call 
attention to the smallness of our stind- 
ng army. Aside from Switzerland it 
s the smallest force maintained by 
any important nation. 
Switzerland 


teeds no army as the jea'.ousies of the 
itlier European powers will prevent a 
uccessful invasion by one of their 
number. All told the army of tbe 
Jnited States embraces about 25,000 
men. 
England maintains an army of 


210,000 men, while France and Ger- 
many each have over half a million 
men under arms. 
Austria has 250,- 


000 men; Russia, 457,000; Italy, 191,- 
000, and Spain 150,000; while Mexico, 
our neighbor on the South, has 30,- 
000 soldiers, and England has 10,000 
soldiers in Canada in addition to the 
Indian police. In 1790 the entire 
force of the American army was lim- 
ited to 1216 men, or about the num- 
ber whom General Miles had at his 
disposal in Chicago last week. 


The question naturally arises, will 


not the Chicago riots cause the Gov- 
ernment to increase tbe size of its 
standing army ? Heretofore tbe prin- 
cipal use of soldiers has been to pro- 
tect settlers on the frontier from tbe 
savage tribes, and two-thirds of the 
army was located in that section of the 
country needing this kind of protec- 
tion. But new conditions have arisen. 
The President has undertaken to afford 
direct protection to tbe railroads. The 
ofie-fvntu •ureveVy ^btitraarsy inm if 
the people along the lines of the great 
systems of railroads are persistently 
rebellious the Government has under-1 
taken a greater task than it can ac-' 
complish. 
To enlarge the army t>uf- 


iciently to thoroughly polios the rail- 
roads of this country is impracticable 
under our form of govern.nent. Dur- 
ng the lour years from April 1861 to 
1865 tha North put in the field 2,759,- 
)49 men, and the South called to arms 
.,100,000 men, a total of nearly 4,- 
)00,OQO. This indicates the resources 
of the Government aud when it is pos- 
sible to eqi'.ip such a large force 
speedily it is not likely that tbe stand- 
ng army will be enlarged. The max- 
mum is fixed by an Act of Congress. 


in the troubles in Illinois and Colorado 
s resented by the labor element which 
will oppose any attempt to enlarge tbe 
federal 
forces. 
Congressmen who 


enow tbe value of labor votes will be 
cautious how they advocate any meas- 
ure calculated to enlarge the array and 
thus an obstacle would be met with at 
once. 


After all, the safety of the nation, 


the preservation of life and property 
may be due to tbe stomach, because 
men get hungry. Rioting is very un- 
profitable business and it will neither 
ieed nor clothe a man's wife and chil- 
dren, 
It does not take him long to 


find this out and his stomach will soon 
force him to return to work. At the 
time of the Rebellion an independent 
jovernment was formed which under- 
took to pay men in the field and pro- 
vide for their families at home. With 
his assurance t'ae men in tbe South 
remained at the front. 
Rioters, how- 


ever,, have no backing, unless it be 
the small sums which are distributed 
by labor organizations to strikers, and 
no organization of this kind would 
admit that its funds were used to 
maintain disorder. 


President Cleveland's orders to the 


generals of the army concerning the 
relation of the government to tbe rail- 
roads will probably be followed in 
time by recommendations in his mes- 
sages to Congress respecting new leg- 
islation which is essential to protect 
the interests of tbe government in the 
railroads. Tbe problem is complex. 
A howl will arise from the Populists 
that tbe recommendations emanate 
Wall street. If tbe Congressmen beai 
in mind that the interest* of the many 
must not be impaired by the action of 
a few, tbe solution ought to be simpli- 
fied and. the remedy will be found in 
legislation rather than in enlarging 
the standing arm;.

OUR PHILADELPHIA LETTER 


fFrom Our Regular Correspondent.! 


PHILADELPHIA, July 12th, 1894.—

and still she would not sink, being 
protected by bulkheads or water-tight 
compartments which extend from the 
deck to the keel. There are bulkheads 
also on tbe side to protect the vessel 
in case of collision. There are two 
masts on either side of the big funnel, 
but they are nut of use as they would 
be upon a sailing vessel. This ship is 
so heavy, when loaded, that tbe wind 
blowing against the sails would 'not 
budge her. The sails would be torn 
away before the vessel would make 
headway. 
The masts are put on for 


ornament as tbe ship would look 
squatty otherwise. 
About the only 


use made of tbe masts is in connec- 
tion with the hoisting derricks when 
they are utilized to brace the machines 
as they discharge or take on cargo. 
As tbe vessel rests at tbe dock she 
looks very unwieldly, but nevertheless 
she may be turned in her own length. 
She has two serews, one on either side 
of the stern, and while one is set to go 
ahead, tbe other vs reversed, thus 


one oar and back water with the other 
if he wanted to turn tbe boat around. 


One hardly comprehends what is 


being accomplished by modern naviga- 
tors, without making comparison with 
shipments on the land. Tbe steamship 
Kensington, carrying 10,000 tons, 
makes an average speed of 14i miles 
an hour. 
On her trial trip she ran 16 


miles an hour, and on her maiden 
voyage she often ran 360 miles per 
day. 
A cargo of 10,000 tons is equal 


to 500 freight cars carrying 20 tons 
each. Think of a freight train two 
miles long running from Philadelphia 
to Pittsburg in 24 hours, and yet tbe 
navigators are accomplishing a similar 
task on tbe high seas. The passenger 


»r<>;«. nf 
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require from 10 to 13 hours to run 
from Philadelphia to Pittsburg, a dia- 
tanceof 853 miles, and tbe Kensington 
carried 700 passengers, or 12 coach 
oads, at half this speed while carrying 
her big cargo. Tbe steamships like 
tbe Paris and New York, which are 
juilt for speed sad correspond to tbe 
xpress trains of the railroad service, 
make just about as quick time on their 
voyages as do tbe fast trains running 
across this continent. Tbe steamships 
come from Southampton to New York 
in a little over 5 days, and it requires 
at least 5 days to make tbe run by 
cars from New York to San Fraasisco, 
which is about the same distance as< 
across tbe Atlantic.

COLOR HEARING. 


Pr. Coinmn'n Interesting Tlieory About Oie 


Ktilatjuu of SouiulH to Color. 


John Locko'K blind man, who hazard- 


ed the guess that the color scarlet was 
probably something like tho sound of a 
trumpet, is generally thought to have 
simply spoken according to his lights, 
or rather lack of lights, but it appears 
from Dr. W. ,S. Column's articles on 
this subject that wo have now laid the 
foundation of a science of color hearing. 
Tho term is defined by him as applying 
to tho special case in which a color sen- 
sation is excited by sumo auditoiy stim- 
ulus—as, for example, by the pronun- 
ciation of tho vowel sounds. It is not a 
matter of association, as in tho case ol 
the "-hrill squeak" cnoki d by tho filing 
of a saw or the drawing of a slate pen 
cil down ii slate. Dr. Colmau estimal c; 
tho number of people who possess the 
faculty of color hearing as under 3 
per cent and mentions a ease described 
by Flournoy, in which tho vowel "i" 
awakened tho impression of an orange 
chclo with an "i" in black in tho cen- 


ter. 


Thcophile G-auticr, under the influ- 


ence of hashocsh, heard the sound equiv- 
alents (whatever they may have boon) of 
various colors.

events, of respectable antiquity.

C'olman cites as believers in color hear- 
ing Hoffman, Oosthe and Hans Sachs 
and refers to tho case of St. Catharine 
of Siena, who had a "bright rod color 
sensation whenever slip saw or thought 
of tho host."

The key to the process of making 


glass curtains, in connection with lout 
material, consists iu operating particu- 
lar needles of the machine at the right 
time and all owing others to remain idle, 
for which purpose a set of chain bars is 
used, so arranged as to render it possi- 
ble to command the different needles 
according to the needs of the process. 
A chain is jnade np of bars, links and 
balls, like those used on the loom for 
weaving cloih, and there is a lever at- 
tached to the shoulder of each needle 
and extending from the part where the 
goods circle the needles down to the 
first bar of (he chain, the latter resting 
in bearings. On the turning of a crank 
connecting leveled gears motion is im- 
parted through the agency of an upright 
shaft to the chain cylinder, and every 
time the yarn is delivered to the needle* 
a revolution tsmade, the chain bar cylin- 
der presenting a new bar to the levers 
of the needles, and whenever a ball on 
the bar oontivcta on'the lever the needle 
to which it belong* is pushed forward, 
and a meclianical device canses the 
needle to operate and form loops, thus 
knitting. There are, however, blanks 
on some of the bars, and when tlxsss 
blanks connect with the levers of fche 
needles no movement is made,/— Uphol- 
sterer.

Some very curious processes for propa- 


gation are practiced at the public gar- 
dens. One consists in cutting with a 
knife a ring around a branch of a plant 
One might ijnagine that the intention 
was to kill the branch, but such is by 
no means the object in view. The cut 
having been made, a piece of wet moss 
is wrapped and tied around the branch at 
that point Beneath this protection the 
sap exudes 6 urn the wound, and little 
rootlets are developed.

This plan ia adopted with plants of slow 
growth, because one plant may thus be 
split np into half a dozen or more of 
good size, instead o^ waiting for a 
seedling or littleslip to .develop.— Wash- 
ington Star.
